WASHINGTON — Immigration talks 
on Capitol Hill foundered Thursday af- 
ter the White House and some GOP 
lawmakers rejected a tentative deal 
from a bipartisan Senate group — and 
President Trump made incendiary re- 
marks about people from developing 
countries. 

In a midday immigration meeting 
with senators in which they proposed 
protecting immigrants from Haiti, El 
Salvador and some African nations, 
Trump became frustrated and made a 
vulgar reference, arguing that the 
United States should bring in more 
immigrants from Norway instead, ac- 
cording to several people briefed on

Dutoit accused of 
more attacks, rape 


Conductor calls charge 
“bewildering, baseless.”

SAN FRANCISCO — Six more 
women have stepped forward to 
accuse prominent conductor 
Charles Dutoit of sexually as- 
saulting them in the United 
States, France and Canada, in- 
cluding a musician who says the 
maestro raped her in 1988. 


The women said they were 
compelled to speak out after the 
Associated Press published a sto- 
ry Dec. 21 detailing accusations 
from three singers and a musi- 
cian who said Dutoit forcibly re- 
strained them, groped them, and 
kissed them without permission.

An ongoing quest for exoneration 


Over 24 years, Johnny Berry has come close to release, but missed.

Sixteen years ago, Johnny Berry 
received a handwritten letter that 
had crisscrossed Pennsylvania, 
from the Albion state prison to Ber- 
ry’s father’s house in Philadelphia 
and back up the country roads of 
Montgomery County to Graterford 
Prison, where Berry unfolded it in 


his cell and wondered if his luck 
had changed at last. 

A man named Tauheed Lloyd, 
who as part of a plea deal had 
named Berry as his accomplice 
in the 1994 murder of 73-year-old 
Leonard Jones, wrote in the let- 
ter that he took it all back. 

“My reason for creating a sto- 
ry ... was my way of ‘seeking 


revenge’ ... for giving my name 
to the district attorney,” Lloyd 
wrote. “Also, I seen an opportuni- 
ty to receive a lesser sentence.” 

It was one of many moments 
when it looked like Berry might 
not spend the rest of his life in 
prison after all. 

Yet he is still there.
